HOME, MARCH 4.—A state of siege has been proclaimed in the 


greater portion of Cyrenaica in an effort to put down a rebellion. 
Cyrenaica is one of the independent administrative and military dis- 
tricts of Tripoli, which now is under Italian control. A dispatch 
from Rome on Feb. 10 said information had been received from Tri- 
poli to the effect that reinforcements had reached Captain Vollino, 
whose native troops had almost entirely deserted him as a result of a 
rebellion in Libya. It was said that the rebellion had been encour- 
aged by the withdrawal of Italian troops from the interior to the 
coast and that the movement gradually was circling Tripoli itself, 
v/here fortifications were being erected. 


Britain Lands Troops in Turkey 


LONDON, MARCH 4.—Great Britain landed her first troops for 


the land attack upon Constantinople. 
The military expedition not 


only relieves the sailors and marines who were previously put ashore 
to aid the warships in their campaign against the Dardanelles forts, 
but provides a mobile force for the actual land operations by which 
the taking of Turkey in Europe from the sultan is expected to be 
accomplished.

12:18 brought to an end the Sixty-third eongrcss, which had been 
in almost continuous session since April 7,1913, and will be histor- 
ic for important legislation passed.

Believe Ohio Miners Convinced Wage 


Should Be Reduced. 


Washington, March 4. 
\V. H. Wood- 


ford of Cleveland, president of the 
association of coal operators in the 
eastern Ohio district; G. M. Jones of 
Toledo, and J. L. Wildemuth of Co- 
lurnbus, called on Secretary of Labor 
\Vilson to learn whether .his' recent 
conferences with miners had resulted 
in progress toward u settlemeut of 
the eastern Ohio coal strike. 


They wers informed that the min- 


ors' representatives had left for Ohio 
to hold local conferences and wo.uld 
return next Monday or Tuesday. 


The coal operators aro not certain 


v.-liat interpretation should be placed 
on the return of the miners' organiza- 
tion officials to Ohio, but are inclined 
to believe that the report of tho medi- 
ators in the coal strike situation has 
convinced the'miners that they shouM 
make concessions 
toward a settle- 


ment. 
They pointed out. however, 


that the miners' representatives may 
have returned to Ohio to renew their 
assurances that the miners intend to 
continue to stand pat. 


"The anti-screen law will operate to' 


make it more difficult for Ohio Coal 
operators.to compete with others," 
said Woodt'ord. "Because of the small 
irargin on which coal is sold any ad- 
ditional burden upon competition is a. 
serious thing. I fear that the law will 
prove to be a bad thing for the state 
of Ohio."

Venner Asks Letter Be Put in Record

of Rock Island Probe.

Washington, March 4.—C. H. Ven- 


ner of New York, whose name was 
frequently mentioned during the re- 
cent hearing by the interstate com- 
merce commission inquiry into the 
affairs of the Chicago, Rock Island 
and Pacific railway has sent to the 
commission a letter in which he de- 
fends himself. Senator James Hamil- 
ton Lewis, who was attorney 
in a 


transaction with the railway com- 
pany, and the late Robert Mather, 
and asks that the letter be a part of 
the record. The letter says in part: 


"According to newspaper reports of 


the testimony taken by you, Frank C. 
Sharood, an examiner for the commis- 
sion, testified in substance that the 
railway 
company, through 
Robert 


Mather, its then vice president and 
counsel, in 1904 paid to me 5250,000 
for stock of the Nebraska Central 
Railway company and the Nebraska 
Construction 
company, which 
Mr. 


Siiarood alleged to be worthless, and 
in settlement of a Ami then pending, 
and that Jarnes Hamilton Lewis, now 
"United States senator, conducted the 
t.egotiations for me." 


The letter declares that Mr. Mather 


did not act improvidently for the 
company he represented, and that so 
far as Senator Lewis was concerned, 
he never knew anything about the 
negotiations. until they were ended, 
Lnt the letter says it would have been 
proper for him to have done so, as he 
was Mr. Vernier's .counsel at the 
time. The evidence presented to the 
commission 
showed that 
Senator 


Lewis was the attorney of record in 
the suit instituted by Venner to pre- 
vent the formation of the Rock Island 
^holding companies and which, was 
later withdrawn. 


Railroad Insurance Fund Illegal . 
Cincinnati, March 4. — In handing 


down a decision in a suit here. Judge 
dishing in common pleas court ruled 
that the $1,000,000 insurance fund of 
t'ae Baltimore and Ohio Southwestern 
railroad is illegal in the state of Ohio. 
The question came up in the case of 
Joseph .Bailey, a swit'chniafl, who ?suett 
the Baltimore and Ohio" Southwestern 
to recover payments made into the in- 
surance fund which he alleged were 
compulsory. Judge Gushing upheld 
the contention of Bailey's attorneys 
and ordered the money returned.

Hostile Lines In Wood Around Ypre* 


Defies Description. 


London, March 4.—Another repoit 


by a British eye-witness at the front 
•was made public by the official press 
bureau. It is dated Feb. 20 and re- 
la.tes various minor incidents, but all 
•with useful cumulative results to the 
allies 
It sa\s: 


'The action of Jan. 29 marKed the 


turning point in the fighting in the 
region of La Bassee. From that time 
we have continued to make steady 
progress. The greater part of the 
ground lost south of the canal has 
been regained in a series of small ac- 
tions and our position much strength- 
ened. 


"Since Feb. 7, when the Germans 


attempted a fruitless counter attack 
on the canal bank, there has been no 
fighting in this area, and we have re- 
gained some ground, and around Gi- 
\enchy established 
ourselves 
more 


firmly than ever on that ridge 


The line of the allies around Ypres 


remains as it was in November. All 
attempts oi the German forces t> 
make any progress have been check- 
ed 
The aspect of the narrow strip 


between the hostile lines in the woods 
around Ypres almost defies descrip- 
tion. If the reader call imagine what 
a great wood would be like with most 
of tiie trees felled or half 
sawed 


through, ijmg with their tops on the 
ground, if he can further imagine 
this same wood standing in soft mud- 
dy clav, in which every few yards 
there is a pit several feet deep, if he 
can further picture the whole of this 
tangle of dead vegetation, mud. deep 
pits, all heaped end to end with thou- 
sands of German corpses, the major- 
ity of which have lain there since 
November, he will gain some idea of 
the appearance of this awful zone of 
the dead w.r.ch lies between us and 
the enem\."

Profit by European Hostilities. 


Washington, March 4—Ohio manu- 


facturers and farmers in the selling 
of horses are among: the great num- 
ber of people in t!ie United States 
who are benefiting by the -nar in Eu- 
rope, conservative estimates by the 
experts in Washington p lacing the 
amount of trade betwen the allies of 
Kurope and the United States for the 
first year of the war at 31,000,000,000. 
It has not been possible for American 
manufactures to furnish \var supplies 
to German} because of the interrup- 
tion of trade relations with that coun- 
try 


During the past six months the al- 


lies have bought from the United 
States 3400,000,000 worth of -war sup- 
plies 
Many of the manufacturers in 


the United States hold contracts with 
the Britisn, Fiench and Russian gov- 
ernments which have at least nine 
months and, in some instances, two 
jears longer to run 


So enormous has the trade in war 


supplies grown that the government 
officials in charge of export statistics 
for tlte department of commerce ad- 
mit the incorrectness of their figures. 
Those in cnarge of the domestic and 
cxpoit -commerce bureau at Washing- 
ton confess that the figures issued by 
the department convey no idea of the 
tremendous traffic in war supplies. 


Practically all war material des- 


tined for the use of the allies is now 
shipped by the American manufac- 
turer or producer to Canada, where it 
i& trans-shipped m British bottoms to 
England. 
Ever, war supplies for 


France and Russia are delivered in 
Canada, shipped to England and dis- 
tributed from there.
